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NON-RESPONSIVE AMENDMENT

because of the following omission(s) or matter(s). It is noted that in response to the 
restriction requirement mailed 6/29/05, Applicant has elected Group II, claims 9-13, 
drawn to a method and system for controlling infectious diseases as set forth in 
independent claim 9. However, Applicant has elected the hydrophobic/hydrophilic 
ingredients of claims 10-13; the targeted tissue cells of claims 9 and 12, the infectious 
diseases of claims 1 0-1 3; the tissue specific peptide, natural protein channels, and 
tissue specific membrane proteins as set forth in claim 12; the specific drugs of claims 
10, 1 1, and 13. Thus, the amendment is non-responsive because Applicant needs to 
elect a.single (one component) from each of the subgroups (a single hydrophobic 
and/or hydrophilic ingredient; a single targeted tissue cell; a single infectious disease; 
etc.) above, not each species disclosed in the claim.
